School Board. 


To the inhabitants of the school district of the town of 
Piermont, | submit the following report of schools for the year 


ending Feb. 15, 1898: 


Schools have been maintained in nine districts, taught by 


fifteen different teachers, 


DISTRICT NUMBER I, 


The entire school year was taught by Miss Kate T. Hib- 
bard, who is a teacher of considerable experience and has given 


veneral satisfaction to the district. 


DISTRICT NUMBER 3. 


Primary. ‘The three terms were taught by Miss Olive A. 
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Dodge, who has taught the school for three successive years. 

Grammar. The spring and fall terms were taught by Miss 
Edna A. ‘Allison, who is an earnest and well qualified teacher, 
good order prevailed and had her pupils done as well as they 
might better results might have been obtained. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Mary E. Smith, who 
had previously taught in this district. The school was large 
and the discipline was not what we expected, therefore the 
school was less profitable than what we looked for. 


DISTRICT NUMBER 9. 

Spring term taught by Miss Belinda I. Bachelder, fall term 
by Hubert L. Brown and winter term by Ernest 8S. Underhill. 
I think the entire year has been a successful one in this dis- 
trict but I would make especial mention of the winter term 
being, in my opinion, one of the most profitable terms in town. 


DISTRICT NUMBER 6. 

The spring and fall terms were taught by Miss Hattie 
Horton, this was her first attempt in teaching and was quite 
successful. Winter term was begun by Miss Georgia L. Dick- 
ey, failing to give satisfaction she remained only five weeks, 
the remainder of the term, five weeks, was taught by Miss 
Ardella F. Brown, with good results. 


DISTRICT NUMBER 7. 

Grace M. Wilson taught the spring term. This was her 
first school, good order prevailed and general satisfaction was 
given. With more application to study and experience I think 
will become a first class teacher. 

Fall term of fourteen weeks was taught by Miss Belinda I, 
Bachelder. The:attendance in general was irregular, those being 
punctual made good progress in their studies, which doubtless 
would have been with the others if they had attended more 
regular, as Miss Bachelder is a thorough teacher and a good 
disciplinarian. 

. DISTRICT NUMER 8. 

Mrs. Martha B. Reneau has taught the entire school year. 
She is a competent and experienced teacher, good order was 
maintained and the progress was satisfactory. 


DISTRICT NUMBER 10. 
No school was maintained during spring.and fall, the pupils 
being carried to number 12. <A successful winter term was 
taught by Miss Grace M. Wilson. 
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DISTRICT NUMBER 12. 

Spring and fall terms were taught by Miss Dottie KE. Hill, 
who met with her usual success. . 

During the winter term the school was in charge of Miss 
Martha Kimball. The pupils made good progress under Miss 
Kimball’s instructions. At the expiration of nine weeks, the 
length allotted by the school board, the older scholars wishing 
for more schooling she generously gave two weeks labor, show- 
ing that the interest and satisfaction of the school was good. 


UNION DISTRICT WITH HAVERHILL. 

The spring term of ten weeks and fall term of twelve 
weeks were taught by Miss Edith B. Webster. Of the twenty- 
one pupils attending, only seven belonged in town. Miss 
Webster is a thorough, conscientious teacher, the best of order 
prevailed and nothing but words of praise were heard of her 
school. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


During the year there has been taught twenty-six terms, 
varying in length from eight to fourteen weeks. | 

There has been enrolled 148 different pupils, and in my 55 
official visits I find the general standing of the schools have 
been up to the average of previous years. At the same time I 
would urge more thoroughness in teaching and firmness in 
discipline, which is wanting by some. New reading books 
have been introduced during the year, also the old system of 
penmanship has been replaced by the vertical. 

Complaints have been entered by a few, some deserving 
attention, others uncalled for. I think if parents would visit 
our schools oftener, (we find but a few names in the visitors’ 
column), and thus show by their presence in the school room 
that they have an interest in the school, that it would be an 
encouragement to both teachers and scholars, and before con- 
demning a teacher as wholly at fault, if any difference occurs 
between teacher and pupils, wouldn’t it be well to investigate 
the matter and not leave it to the judgement of their children ” 
Parents should assist the teachers to make the school a success.
